Outdoor Showmen Extend Co-Operation 
In Surgeon General’s Health Campaign 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—H. S. Cum- 
ming, surgeon general, reports an imme- 
diate and general response from outdoor 
showmen in the campaign iaunched by 
the Bureau of the Publig Health Service 
to guard against carrying smallpox or 
other disease from one community to 
another. 

Dr. Cumming sent letters to all of the 
traveling amusement organizations, and 
also to the State health officers in every 
State, to whom he wrote in part: 

“Traveling shows coming in contact 
with many thousands of people are eX- 
posed to communicable diseases far more 
than is the average individual. While it 
is impossible, of course, to avoid all risk 
of this character, it is readily within 
your power to overcome the particular 
menace of smallpox. a disease which is 
unduly prevalent in this country and 
which, in some instances, has been 
spread from one State to another by 
traveling organizations similar to your 
own. 


“Smallpox may develop at any time in 
members of your organization who have 
never been vaccinated or who have noi 
been vaccinated within the past three 


years. In such an event there is danger 
not only of spreading the disease among 


the public whom you are entertaining. 
but there also the probability of 
quarantine of your personnel with re- 
sulting financial loss. 

“These consequences may be entirely 
averted if you will arrange now for the 
vaccination of all persons in your em- 
ploy—and insist upon vaccination—or 
evidence of recent successful vaccinae 
tion, aS a prerequisite for the employ- 
ment of others. If it is impracticable to 
make satisfactory arrangements for these 
vaccinations thru local physicians and 
public health authorities. your State 
Board of Health will be glad to advise 
you regarding the matter and afford 
every facility possible for this worthy 
purpose.”

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—Florenz Ziegfeld 
was stricken Thursday with a severe at- 
tack of bronchial pneumonia, and _ his 
impending production of a musical ver- 
sion of Edna Ferber’s Show Boat has 
been definitely abandoned for this season 
at least. The cancellation of the show 
will cost thousands of dollars in settle- 
ment not only of the work so far carried 
eut on the production but in considera- 
tion of contracts held by Elizabeth Hines, 
Paul Robeson.

Ziegfeld is confined to his home at 
Hastings-on-Hudson under constant med- 
ical attention. While his condition is 
not serious he is said to be in a com- 
pletely exhausted state due to the strain 
of getting his new theater and his pro- 
duction of Rio Rita in readiness for the 
combined gala opening last Wednesday 
night. He was on the job personally 
every minute up thru the second per- 
formance Thursday evening, when he was 
taken ill.

The Neighborhood Playhouse falls 
temporarily from long-standing grace 
with its production of Francis Edwards 
Faragoh's Pinwheel. Experiment is 
commendable only when the thing ex- 
perimented with Warrants the effort. 
Pinwheel does not. The only favor 
toward its testing is the intention that 
the form of its presentation shall be ex- 
pressionistic, the new showmanship, or, 
as John Howard Lawson insists in a 
program note, the return to the princi- 
ples of the old theater described by two 
words, “dynamic’’ and “pictorial’’. But 
Faragoh’s conception of the force behind 
the motion of his play is too bigoted. 
His story is thin and lacking in all 
perspective, stubbornly destructive ana 
lacking in all other understanding, work- 
ing.blindly toward a futility that is ut- 
terly unconvincing. If he is pictorial, his 
portrayals are ugly without the excuse 
of importance. In short, his narrowly 
viewed selections for expressionism are 
not worth expressing, or at least not 
worth hearing and seeing and having the 
trite feelings recalled. 

Not only is time wasted but the test 
tubes and elaborate constructivist ap- 
paratus are an unnecessary extrava- 
gance. A plain, black-draped_ stage 
would have done as well. And right here 
exception is taken to the defense ana 
argument, again in Lawson's program 
note, for the so-called constructivist set- 
ting as against the present day conven- 
ional scenery. Quite aside from ail pros 
and cons of actuality versus faked 
realism, stimulation of imagination, sim- 
plicity, and other bones of contention in 
expressing something, the constructivist 
setting is in defiance of the aesthetic. 
What is gained is not worth what is lost. 
The stage looks like a junk yard, clut- 
tered with platforms, ladders, girders 
and all sorts of obstacles. Spilled-over 
light jumbles one meaning with anotner. 

There is no pleasure in looking at a 
hodgepodge and mess. Furthermore, it 
is time that the constructivists took into 
consideration the comfort of the audi- 
ence. The danger of a stiff neck in the 
constant necessity of looking at action 
on elevations 15 or 20 feet above the 
horizontal sight line is only one of the 
objectionable inflictions. Disagreement 
must be taken, too, with the contention 
that the constructivist scenic arrange-

In her 
more restrained moments she catches 
something of the confused life that she 
is intended to depict and manages an in- 
dividual charac erization of what is 
purely a type. Mare Loebe’l as The Guy, 
Albert Carroll as The Bookkeeper and 
Paula Trueman as The Ludy Friend have 
their moments of vivid effect but also 
overdo the caricature idea. Lily Lubell, 
Otto Hulicius, Grace Stickley and Mary 
George are mentionable for occasional 
illumination of the play and for their 
effort. Joseph H. Thayer briefly dis- 
tinguishes himself in grotesque portrayal 
of a waiter. The rest of the cast is lost 
im the darkness and maze of the joists, 
two-by-fours and whatnots, with the as- 
signment of supplying the dynamics to 
which the script gives such feeble aid 
except in the jazz scenes.

A hodgepodge of cheap and time-worn 
situations are cloaked under the guise ot 
would-be moralization but played for all 
their sensational value in this second 
offering from the pen and _ proéuction 
facilities of Michael Kallesser. its 
crudities are better written than was his 
One Man's Woman, if there is any de- 
gree of credit in that, and therefore, dé- 
plorably enough, Trial Marriage may 
have an even longer run. With one set 
and five characters, a production could 
hardly be more economical to operate, 
but it makes little difference, for unfor- 
tunately business will probably be guva 
anyway. 

The principal character this time is 
not “one” but “any man’s woman” and 
she is shown descending into’ the 
muckiest depths via so-called “trial mar- 
riages”, one of which ends in her mate 
suggesting that she keep open house in 
order to earn the rent and support nim. 
There is a shooting, as a bow to decency, 
and a prison term to increase the pathos. 
Then comes the thirst for revenge ana 
another shooting, this time fatal to the 
mud-stained Peggy herself. Grace Val- 
entine punches the part for all she is 
worth in the early scenes and thereby 
hits a pitch that is monotonous to both 
ear and eye. When real trouble begins 
to descend upon the role and the neces- 
sity of characterization begins to araw 
upon her, she practices more restraint 
and immediately increases in effective- 
Before the last act is over her 
performance is truly remarkable despite 
the cheapness of the part. Even the 
discriminate playgoers finally become 
absorbed in this really artiful portrayal 
of a crushed and bitter woman. But 
this reward or the moments of good act- 
ing supplied by other members of the 
cast can hardly justify the play.

With the exception of The House of 
Rest, the opening play in the American 
Grand Guignol’s second bill of four one- 
act plays, the group shows promise, is 
entertaining and warrants its existence. 
The aforementioned opening is woefully 
weak, unconvincing and pointless, and to 
place it on a bill with Wilde's The 
Florentine Tragedy, Broadhurst's But- 
terflies and Caesar's Napoleon's Barber 
shows lack of judgment. Modeled after 
the Grand Guignol Theater fn Paris, this 
Greenwich Village contingent lives up to 
the reputation of the foreign group to 
thrill and shock and, wrth its continued 
existence and a corresponding smoothen- 
ing of production, may, like the Parisian 
house, become known as New York’s 
“theater of horrors”. 

The Grove Street Group now lacks fin- 
ish in its minor characters, altho the 
principals, as played by Mary Blair, 
Georges Renavent and Clarence Derwent. 
leave little to be desired. The technical 
limitations of the theater, too, are evi- 
dent, but these will undoubtedly be over- 
come as the stage workers become better 
acquainted with their properties. 

Of the current group of plays, The 
Florentine Tragedy and Napole ots Bar- 
ber are the best Both are smart, subtle 
bits, altho widely divergent in character. 
‘In the former piece Clarence Derwent 
gives a clear, studied performance, as 
does Mary Blair. It is hardly the logical 
vehicle for Renavent. In the latter bit 
he is more at home and is seen to far 
better advantage, altho even then he can 
not match Derwent’s impersonation of 
Napoleon. 

Butterflies is a typical 
admirably played by Barton Hepburn, 
Helen Malmud and Charles Hampden, 
the latter in particular giving a fine per- 
formance. It is lacking principally in 
the playing of minor characters and in 
the offstage properties. The foghorn 
is unconvincing and it is not hard to 
fathom that it comes from a stagehand 
blowing thru his hands—a little more 
care in injecting color into the plece 
would make it doubly effective 

Cleon Throckmorton’s settings in every 
instance are effective and true. Rena- 
vent’s directing is spotty.

An interesting idea, which defeats jts 
own end if that end be commercial suc- 
cess, marks Martin Brown's second play 
to reach Broadway within 10 days. tven 
tho The Dark had not been so mechanical- 
ly constructed, even tho there had been 
more brilliance to’ the dialog of its go- 
ciety background, the necessary treat- 
ment of its main subject is too unpleas- 
ant to be popular. 


For two solid acts the audience is cun- 
Stantly reminded of the horribly dis- 
figured face, with two raw sockets where 
the eyes once had been, behind the deuth- 
like mask worn by Rita Landers’ hus- 
band, the once so handsome Chris who 
has been so cruelly mutilated in an ex- 
plosion. Rita has always been afraid of 
the dark, terrified of the ugly shadows 
of reality. She is, in fact, strictly aa- 
hered in all things to her own cuit ot 
beauty and anything ugly is repulsive to 
her, repellent even to the point of mental 
and physical torture. In cold print this 
sounds like a mere notion, but it is made 
a very real and believable condition of 
a twisted mind in the play. Since the ac- 
cident Rita has never looked beneath her 
husband's mask. It is even distastetul 
for her to look at the mask itself and 
she turns away at every opportunity 
Sensing this and feeling that Rita's love 
is growing cold, the blind man fights 
desperately to break down this barrier 
which may be artificiality or may be 
genuine fear. In a dramatic but sligntly 
overdone climactic scene at the end he 
tears the mask from his face and forces 
her to look at him. Like one teft alone 
long enough in the dark, fear disappears. 
Her dread and abhorrence change to 
compassion; love returns. 


The theme is an interesting study but 
rather too trying for the average theater 
patron. Brown has provided relief with 
the provision of week-end guests ano 
their smart set prattle. But this lighter 
side is too obviously an effort; much of 
it falls flat. It is rung in at the start 
of each act in a repetitious set formula, 
the construction turning to melodrama 
before each curtain. Brown has allowed 
the structure of his play to be a little too 
apparent for complete illusion and ab- 
sorption. 


Ann Andrews achieves full credulity in 
the difficult role of the beauty worshipe: 
giving understanding performance so il- 
luminating of the character's feelincs 
that the majority of the audience un- 
fortunately shares the repulsion at the 
thought of a sight of the blind mans 
face. In the role of the pitiable husband, 
Louis Cathern is vivid and sure Both 
could afford to tone down in the final 
scene where things get a little over melo- 
dramatic, but they can be accused of too 
heavy a hand anywhere else. 


Julia Hoyt and Juliette Day make 
what they can of Brown's epigrams and 
social banter, providing color and prr- 


sonality to the proceedings. Stanley 
Logan is fully satisfying as one of Rita’s 
admirers, but the other of her so-called 
“tame cats’ is weakly read and often 
awkwardly played by Saxon Kling, whose 
smile is pleasing but whose acting leaves 
much to be desired Rita's little child 
is cutely portrayed by that capable 
youngster, Warren McCo'lum, and a but 
ler bit is well handled by Walter Coll'- 
gan. 


George Cukor has staged the piece with 
feeling and perspective, and Livingsto” 
Platt’s settings in themselves, are mos! 
attractive, altho the furnishings do not 
always carry conviction of Rita's love 
of beauty. The Dark has merit, but not 
much value at the box office.

It 
is a theater among playhouses. 

Like the building which houses it, Rio 
Rita must be seen to be appreciated. It 
is a first-rate musical comedy, but more 
than that it is one complete whole of 
massed stage effect which somehow is 
greater than the sum of its most excel- 
lent parts. Nothing stands out in the 
show so much as the show itself, one 
vast panorama of beauty and music and 
laughter. It is not a perfect entertain- 
ment, of course, but it is near enough 
not to quibble over its minor fauitts. 


There have been better books, better 
scores, perhaps stronger casts, funnier 
shows, more original shows—but never 


more of a show that is a show. 
word “show” 
is a reason. 

Not one but many things stopped the 
performance cold when reviewed. Among 
them are the Albertina Rasch Dan-«rs, 
recalled again and again, particularly 
popular in their Black and White num- 
br, supreme'y delightful and most art- 
ful in their Moonlight ballet.

That George Tyler could get together 
in midwinter such a constellation of stars 
for a revival of good old Trelawny ‘of 
the Wells is perhaps significant of the 
present season with the hits easily 
countable on the fingers of one hand. 
In the case of some of the veterans in 
near-retirement of course it is not sur- 
prising, but what are all these middle 
and younger generation celebrities doing 
without respective vehicles on the first 
of February? There is the thought that 
most of the current offerings are pe- 
neath the need of real actors to play 
them. 

Musty and sentimentally dated as ts 
Trelawny, its characters are _ finely 
drawn and require artists rather than 
puppets to fill them. It is a splendid 
play for an all-star revival, too, because 
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every role has its moment at the cenfer 
of the stage. That the play is faulty at 
this era in the development of drama, 
that it is sometimes dull and rambling 
matters little, for after all Tyler is ofter- 
ing an exhibition rather than a presenta- 
tion of a play. And an exhibition, a 
superb one, it certainly is. Proportions 
of one role to another and to the pro- 
jection of the play as a whole are en- 
tirely disregarded, but who cares? The 
successive demonstrations of the art of 
acting, as the art of acting is what tne 
audiences want at such a lavish revel 
of distinguished players and is what 
they applaud wildly at getting in its 
most extravagant value from this cast. 

If any one of the august group stanus 
out just the least bit beyond the glory 
won by the others, it is John Drew. He 
repeats, it almost seems more magnif- 
icently, his completely engaging charac- 
terization of the crusty, mid-Victorian 
old Vice Chancellor, in which role he 
scored so decisively in the Players’ Club 
revival two years ago. Mrs. Thomas 
Whiffen of that cast is back as Mrs. 
Mossop and as adorable as ever—what's 
more important, as lively as ever. 

Rose Trelawny is this time played by 
Helen Gahagan, who gives an interpre- 
tation quite different from Laurette Tay- 
lor but equally as fine. Pauline Lord 
uncovers her powers as a comedienne in 
the part of Imogen, and Wilton Lackaye 
holds the stage in the grandest of grand 
manner during his toast speech as tne 
tragedian, James “Telfer. Henrietta 
Crosman is effective as his spouse, and 
Otto Kruger, Estelle Winwood, John F. 
Kellard and Rollo Peters make up the 
rest of the Sadler's Wells troupe with 
advantages all around. Effie Shannon, 
Lawrence D’Orsay. Eric Dressler, O. P. 
Heggte, Frieda Inescort and J. M. Ker- 
rigan are among the others to hold up 
the performance with well-earnea ap- 
plause. Peggy Whiffen, Gerald Rogers, 
Matthew Smith, Jr., J. F. Foster and 
Robert Lansing maintain the standard 
in their playing if not in their names, 
and Willam Seymour has handled the 
rights of all judiciously in the staging. 
The settings are fitting and the costum- 
ing agreeable. It is an auspicious oc- 
casion.

It is to be hoped that the playwright, 
programed as Allen de Lano, feels duly 
relieved after this sophomoric outburst 
called For Better or Worse. There are 
moments here and there that give hint 
of a sense of the theater, but it has been 
misapplied in subject matter that is all 
very young, very trite and rather of an 
imposition. 

We all go thru the stage of revolt 
against social orders, capital and labor, 
marriage and all the rest of it, brut 
luckily few are afforded the opportunity 
of play presentation during this adoles- 
cence in wisdom We get it off our 
chests in some other way and then look 
back at our ideas and laugh—laughh 
somewhat wistfully perhaps because 
there was some truth and much sincerity 
in them Rut the author of For Better 
or Worse had a particularly bad case 
and is still all balled up He finishes 
his play neither to his own satisfaction 
nor the satisfaction of his audience In 
fact, he really does not finish it at all. 
but leaves his characters without any 
definite adjustment to fe and with the 
strings of his treatises still untied 

George Parsons comes home from col- 
lege full of socialisti ideas. all of the 
most rudimentary sort and therefore un- 
bearably boring to anv intelligent audi- 
ence. Having delivered all the old the- 
ories George gets mixed up with his 
mother’s maid-of-all-work and_ society 
demands that he take his place as the 
father of her child. The counter ideas 
are obvious and the play only picks up 
for a brief period of interest in the scene 
during which hopeless attempt is made

by the couple, so widely separated by 
education and breeding, to find some 
sort of compatibility. But the play- 
wright fails to see his own points and 
the piece ends in confusion.

Wilmer Walter's por- 
trayal of the young socialist’s father is 
the most distinguished performance in 
the cast. He is not only natural but 
distinctly individual. The mother, volu- 
ble to the point of being exasperating, 
both back and front of the footlights, 1s 
carried to an extreme by Edith Spencer, 
but she needs only to tone down to stand 
out equally with Walter. Tom Irwin 
seemed uncertain of his part when re- 
viewed, but promised to be fully satis- 
factory as the family doctor once he has 
settled into the role. Joseph Prosser 
and Edna Leslie, in unessential but at- 
mospheric roles, utilize a vaudeville style 
of acting that is as detrimental to them- 
selves as it is out of place in a legitimate 
play, crude or otherwise. Speaking of 
crude, the word also describes the set- 
tings. Tom Powers’ earnestness does 
not extend that far.

On 14 New Houses in U. S. 


Building Program Calls for Expenditure of Sevetal Million Dollars 
in Various Countries—Four Theaters To Be Erected in Met- 
ropolitan Area—London House To Open This Summer 


NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—The wide-sweeping personnel changes in the Loew Cir- 
cuit, exclusively detailed in last week’s Billboard, are linked up undeniably with 


the announcement today by David Loew, 


son of Marcus Loew, and vice-president 


in charge of real estate, of construction plans, entailing 15 houses in the United 
States, sites, four of which are located in the Metropolitan area, and a house in 


London, England, which has advanced to 
the superstructure stage, and will be 
completed in time for the early summer 
season Conflicting reports are current 
as to the actual amount of money en- 
tailed in the expansion program, but a 
version of the situation that persists 
above the others is that the projects now 
under construction in this country and 
those being planned will reach a total of 
$15,000,000, The domestic expansion 
program is distinct from the plans by 
which the Loew outfit will expend several 
million dollars for houses in other coun- 
tries, including the acquisition of a large 
theater chain in Brazil. 

While the expansion program an- 
nounced by David Loew does not in any 
way conuict with the prediction voiced 
in The Billboard last week in referenca 
to the personnel house cleaning, it em- 
phasizes the extreme interest of Loew 
officials in the doings of executives in 
various sections of the country. The 
resignations, promotions and switchings 
were made in anticipation of the huge 
expansion program, and those in the 
know presage that there will be another 
crop of personnel changes put into effect 
before architects’ plans for projected 
houses materialize into actual structures. 
This is foreordained since the houses an- 
nounced for next season will shortly be 
supplemented by another batch of projects 
—kept behind closed walls at this time 
dus to the incomplete state of real estate 
negotiations affecting them. 

The Southern projects still in the “ar- 
chitect’s plan” stage involve sites located 
in Houston, Richmond and Atlanta. 
Houses are under construction in Kansas 
City, Syracuse, Pittsburgh and Canton. 
The Canton house, to» be operated under 
a de luxe picture policy, will open Feb- 
ruary 19, as will the Grand Theater 
(vaude.-pictures) in the Bronx. A New 
Rochelle house, with policy as yet unde- 
cided, will be completed in April, and plans 
have been drawn for other houses in 
Providence, Yonkers and Dayton. Tho 
policies for the projected houses are un- 
decided, Loew officials declared today that

Independent Booking Field 


In East at Saturation Point 


NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—The independent 
vaudeville booking field is reaching the 
saturation point, and as a consequence 
competition among the agencies supply- 
ing attractions to houses in this territory 
has taken on a keenness unprecedented 
in this arm of the industry. Two new 
agencies crammed into the field within 
the last few weeks. One, established by 
Harry Carlin and Bob Hutchinson, K.-A 
Fifth-Floor bookers for many years, is 
operating without any houses on its 
books, decrying the sharpness of opposi- 
tion and the conditions under which 
booking arrangements may be made with 
independent theater owners 

The statement of Carlin, if true, that 
they are without houses. indicates the 
alarming state of competition in the 
field they have entered, one in which 
angels almost fear to tread. Carlin 
stated they are laying plans for the an- 
nexing of houses and are preparing to 
send out a field man to negotiate book- 
ing agreements. 

When Carlin and Hutchinson left the 
K.-A. office, close friends assumed as a 
natural prerogative in view of the move, 
that certain of the Keith-Albee houses 
these men had been booking were set to 
come their way. This may occur even- 
tually, however, it is pointed out by op- 
position bookers who keep their ears close 
to the ground 


The Unity agency, headed by George 
M. King, has somewhat of a better start 
having thru the engagement 
of Sidney Rheingold as booking manager, 
formerly with Jack Linder, brought over 
from the latter office a bunch of one 
and two-day stands These, however, 
constitute little more than a drop in the 
bucket. King announced negotiations are 
on with several small circuits and will 
probably be closed within a few days. 
The houses are not divulged because, as 
Fally Markus has often pointed out, one 
must be careful to protect against an op- 
position ageney crawling into the deal 
at the last minute and upsetting tenta- 
tive agreements 

The increase in the number of houses 
using vaudeville or so-called presenta- 
tions is out of proportion to the increase 
in the number of acts available in the 
independent field.

Harry 
Burns, assisted by Carlena Diamond and 
Tony DeLuca, in the former big-time 
comedy act, I Think You Touch, will be 
featured with Wen Talbert and His 
Chocolate Fiends, a corking 14-people 
colored musical turn. On the supporting: 
bill will be George Libby and May 
Sparrow, May Ussher and Kay, Hamlin 
and Kay Definite dates have not yet 
been set, but The Rillboard learned last 
week that such high caliber acts ag 
Morris and Campbell, Ruth Roye, Larry’: 
Entertainers and Jack Wilson will play 
the house in a more or less consecutive 
order 

Competition between the Fordham and 
Grand theaters is expected to be keen, 
but an analysis of local conditions shows 
that there will be little to fear from 
the box-office standpoint by both 
houses at just this time since the im- 
mediate neighborhood, despite its rapid 
growth in the past decade, has been tn 
sad need of sufficient vaudeville houses 
to accommodate potential local patron- 
age. The Fordham Theater, thanks 
partly to the alertness and showmanship 
of its manager, Chris Egan, has for 
several years been one of the best paying 
propositions on the Eastern K.-A. Time. 
The Grand can be used to eater to the 
overflow of the Fordham and still do an 
excellent business.

With elaborate 
presentations and front acts holding 
forth at this projected house it is to be 
expected that Keith-Albee will be pre- 
pared to receive tne benefit of the 
rapidly growing vaudeville patronage in 
the section thru this house and the Ford- 
ham The nearest vaudeville house to 
the Fordham section is Fox's Crotona, 
on Tremont avenue, about a mile from 
the Fordham. The Crotona caters to an 
entirely different patronage than the 
Fordham and is hardly being considered 
as a contending factor in the looming 
battle.

Cyril Maude Joins “‘Annual Farewellists”’ 


Cyril Maude has evidently joined the “annual farewellists”, as I note he has 
returned to the stage in his dear old London—one thing he declared unequivocally 
he would not do during his last two trips thru this country. Two years ago the 
English legitimate star assured me that nothing could induce him to change his 
mind regarding retirement. He said that after 42 years on the stage he felt tired; 
he had a beautiful estate in Devonshire in England, where he wanted to rest like 
an English squire and enjoy life to the fullest. However, he broke away from 
that resolution and came back to America with These Charming People, and 
acain he told me he had been persuaded to make “just one more” season, but that 
when he sailed in April—last year—that would positively close his theatrical career. 

Well, once more he has weakened and listened to the voice of the charmer. As 
fir as I am concerned, Cyril Maude can keep on making these resolutions and 
breaking them. He can make as many “annual farewells” as he desires—and I 
will be satisfied. But there ought to be a name for this kind of thing. 


Vesta Victoria Another “‘Revivalist”’ 

While on the subject of oldtimers—veterans is hardly appropriate on some 
occasions—I may say I am waiting patiently on Vesta Victoria returning to Broad- 
way vaudeville—if such event be on the cards. You will probably remember this 
London comedienne as the singer of such ditties as Waiting at the Church, Poor 
John and Don't Get Married Any More, Ma, and the like in the neighborhood of 
20 years ago. 

Vesta Victoria also retired from the variety stage, but the little bug bit her 
and she has come back. London welcomed her like a long-lost sister. Vesta was a 
star in her former days, and, following the London custom, she just resumed where 
she left off. A generation ago I listened to her clever characterizations in London; 
her Cockney patter and her sly winks and grimaces were always good for a rous- 
ing reception. 

Well, the years roll along, and perhaps Vesta Victoria will come along this 
way, then we can tell whether retirement has dimmed the luster that used to 
surround her name. Vesta came from a varicty family. Her brother was Lawrence 
Barclay, comedian and songwriter, and her daddy was Joe Lawrence, a clever 
blackface funster in his day. I knew them all in the old days. 


Is This How You Feel About It? 


I wonder if vou think as I do when you look at some of the pictures of actors 
and actresses—stage and screen—that are “perpetrated” by some of our dailies. 
Some of this “art” is heartrending! The only consolation I get from such drawings 
is that the parties responsible for these crimes have the good sense to print the 
names of their victims under the so-called picture. 

Some of these drawings give me the impression that the artist must have had 
his pencil in hand while talking over the phone. You know what queer things some 
of us set down in black and white while using the line. 

Isn't that about it? 


Why Not Make a “‘Real’’ Test? 


George Young, the young hero of the Catalina Channel swim, was given a 
screen test recently and evidently did not meet expectations, so probably that will 
put the quietus on his film usefulness as a money maker for the high priests of 
the cinema. Well, maybe it’s just as well, for probably the big fellows of vaudeville 
will claim him as the latest novelty. That, as you know, is being done in these days. 

These tests don’t go far enough. Why don't the film powers that be test some 
of the applicants for acting ability? There is enough and to spare of this testing 
for, feminine beauty and personality, with some results far from satisfactory, and 
in the interests of public entertainment it should begin to dawn on some of these 
cinematic dignitaries that acting helps considerably in the success of a picture. 

If posing and strutting means a successful te t, then I can understand the 
reason for such trials, but, whether directors and others connected with our picture 
lcts are aware of it or not, acting is still one of the essentials in dramatic and 
comedic production. 

Yet, if we pressed this point too far, what would become of some of our film 
luminaries?

From this point on all logic and se- 
quence is thrown to the winds. One spe- 
cialty follows another in no special order, 
but all this might be attributed to the il- 
lusion that the road players have begun 
their act.

Her opening item of the London 
“Bobbie” is another cleverly drawn 
characterization, yet one cannot but dis- 
cern the dominating femininity of her male 
impersonations. She acts well as the

like for the metropolitan officer. Her 
second number, I’m Not Supposed To Be 
All There, is given with a typically Eng- 
lish flavor in so far as delivery and 
action are concerned. However, she gets 
every line over to good results. Her 
third number is along conventional lines 
wherein the Englishman, Frenchman and 
American give their impressions of the 
ditty, If You Knew Susie, and again Miss 
Shields gets every atom of favor in the 
house. 

In Miss Shields’ work there is what 
may be called nothing else but lady-like 
refinement; her male illusions are well 
done, but the trace of femininity is ever 
present. Her dress is immaculate, her 
diction and enunciation are perfect and 
the entire act absolutely satisfactory. 

As this reviewer watched Ella Shields 
there came a mental vision of the late 
Bessie Wentworth.

and emotional episode. The wife of the 
murdered man seeks consolation from the 
priest and urges that the slayer be 
brought to justice. The gypsy scoffs at 
the priest’s religion and God, but his 
persuasion and gentility win her and she 
tells the story of her betrayal and scorn 
by the father of her child. She becomes 
penitent—yet feels justified—and her re- 
morse is taken as an index of her 
reformation. The wife returns and asks 
if the gypsy is the murderer, and the 
clergyman asserts she is not guilty. The 
outcast registers her appreciation and 
admiration for the priest's humaneness.

Ballad for British Market 


Edgar Leslie, one of America’s best 
lyric writers, and Lawrence Wright, 
iengland’s greatest popular composer, 
have staged a new stunt in the song 
game by collaborating on a new ballad 
entitled Shepherd of the Hilis. Wright, 
who is a prominent English publisher 
and promoter and publisher of American 


songs in England is internationally 
known under his nom de plume, Horatio 


Nichols. Shepherd of the Hills will be 
published first in London, which also is 
an innovation for an American writer. 
Later Leslie will release it in this coun- 
try. 

Wright recently paid his first visit to 
American publishers and writers and to 
pick up some American songs for the 
British market. He was accompanied by 
Joseph Gilbert, who has made a dozen 
trips to New York and is well acquainted 
in the music business. Wright, it ap- 
pears, was unable to find anything to 
suit him and eventually induced Leslie 
to collaborate with him on The Shepherd 
of the Hills 

As this story is being written Wright 
and Gilbert are arranging with the tele- 
phone company in New York City to tele- 
phone the song to Jack Hylton, the fae 
mous orchestra leader in London. They 
will read the lyric to Hylton at the other 
end of the wire in London, then call oft 
note by note for him to take down on 
manuscript paper. Hylton will immedi- 
ately have it arranged and rushed to the 
printer so it will be ready for the opening 
of the music season in and around Lon- 
don. 

It is more than likely that the tele- 
phone charges will exceed $500. Wright 
and Gilbert expect to reach London 
about February 16. 


Ballads Prefered to Jazz 


Max Prival is manager of the music 
department in McCrory’s Brooklyn store 
and sells thousands of copies of popular 
sheet music every week. Having done 
this for years, Max should know what 
his customers like as a musical diet. 

“The people want bailads,”” Max said 
the other day, “yet some of the publish- 
ers insist upon turning out jazz tunes 
possessing nosentiment. People love senti- 
mental ballads now just the same as they 
did 20 years ago, and that is why songs 
like Won't You Let Me Call You Sweet- 
heart and When You Were Sweet Siz- 
teen get a second lease of life. And a 
ballad is the answer to the small pub- 
lisher’s success. Every day I get calls 


for a certain ballad released by one of } 


the big publishers, yet when I told him 
about it he said he had canned it as a 
lemon. He has a hit and doesn’t know it, 
and all the time he is wasting time and 
money on stuff that never will make the 
grade. JBerlin's recent hits were bal- 
lads. What'll I Do, All Alone, Always 
and Because I Love You. 

“Some publishers maintain that orches- 
tra leaders don’t care to play ballads. 
The leaders will play them when they 
get requests, the same as they'll play 
any tricky dance tune. Publishers have 
been complaining about dull times; well, 
if they don't turn out some honest-to- 
goodness heart-interest ballads they will 
have more to kick about before long.”

Heavy Artillery Ruins Pianos 


Charles Deutschmann, president of the 
National Tuners’ Association, says tnat 
the heavy artillery brought to bear on 
pianos by jazz artists is ruining most of 
the 10,000,000 pianos in this country and 
compelling the owners to have them 
tuned twice yearly. 

The association, which recently met at 
Dallas, Tex., has started a campaign to 
eliminate the strong-arm methods em- 
ployed by the average piano pounder and 
educate the owner: to take more care of 
the instruments.

cross-fire talk, but at the conclusion 
everybody agreed that the popular-mu 
game, so far as the publishers are con- 
cerned, is quite frée from graft-giving 
practices. 


No Royal Road to Song Fame 


Every week unknown songwriters pen 
or type letters to this department asking 
how they can induce recognized com- 
posers to collaborate with them, how they 
can obtain positions as staff writers, or 
how they can induce publishers to accept 
their offerings 

There is only one method for a new 
writer to follow and that is to get ac- 
quainted with people in the business and 
learn the ropes. If it is not feasible for 
them to make personal contact with song- 
writers and publishers they are out of 
luck and will have to depend upon the 
mails to submit songs Once you turn 
in a song that a publisher thinks pos- 
sesses hit material you will get a hear- 
ing and a market, but until then you 
will get your stuff back. Publishers pay 
the bills, hence it is thelr privilege to 
accept what they like. And this depart- 
ment has no influence with publisher 
So please do not write in asking that the 
editor find you a collaborator or a pub- 
lisher. He would like to do it, but it is 
out of his Tye. 


New Firm’s Songs Receive 
Close Scrutiny From Rivals 


The new firm of music publishers com- 
posed of Lew Brown, Ray Henderson and 
Bud De Sylva has attracted a great deal 
of attention and created all sorts of com- 
ment. Most of the persons in the song 
game on Broadway caught the concern’s 
initial broadcasting stunt and said it was 
a wonderful start.

J. C. Résenthal Takes No 
Stock in Band Leaders’ Club 


NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—J. C. Rosen- 
thal, general manager of the American 
Society of Composers, Authors and Pub- 
lishers, does not believe that the newly 
formed Orchestra Leaders’ Club. will 
make any progress in its plans for 
mutual “plugging” of songs in which the 
members happen to be financially inter- 
ested. While commenting on the matter 
Rosenthal said: 

“These leaders are simply trying to 
employ methods similar to those used 
by vaudeville artistes years ago, when 
practically every big publisher paid them 
to sing songs An investigation brought 
to light the fact that aaieiiens were 
paying approximately $750,000 yearly to 
acts, which was the main reason for the 
publishers getting together and organiz- 
ing the Music Publishers’ Protective As- 
sociation. 


“While acts were taking money for 
singing songs they didn't bother about 
getting numbers best suited to them. 
hence the theaters and the public suf- 
fered. So if the leaders confine them- 
selves to certain programs in which they 
are financially interested, the hotels, 
clubs and restaurants which employ 
them are very likely to lose patronage, 
as the leaders won't be giving the pa- 
trens enough of the numbers in the air. 
And it won’t be long before the owners 
of these places will tell the leaders they 
will have to play what the public wants 
or find new jobs. 

“The club, in all probability. will meet 
the fate of the vaudeville actors who 
refused to sing songs unless publishers 
paid them.”

Film: “When a Man Loves’ 
(Warner Bros.- Vitaphone) 


The third Vitaphone show compares 
favorably with its predecessors still cur- 
rent on Broadway Improvement in the 
synchronization over the second, which 
was in high amelioration over the first, is 
only slight, but notable most in the 
quartet number from Rigoletto, only in 
which the high notes of the singing are 
earried with a better musical reproduc- 
tion and less of a screech. In the initial 
Vitaphone show, dow at the Warner, the 
singing of Marion Talley and Anna Case 
was partially lost as the result of the 
inability of the synchronizing process to 
reproduce the high notes. 


The six supplemental! films to the fea- 
ture picture lean toward operatic enter- 
tainment. Waring’s Pennsylvanians and 
Van and Schenck are the exceptions, ex- 
cept that Mary Lewis, of the Metropoli- 
tan Opera Company, offers a group of 
The Waring out- 
fit, which has been touring presentation 
circuits as a stage attraction, opened the 
program in the customary routine 
novelties. The band plays well, its mem- 
bers sing well, no doubt, but the film 
proved mor: 
Scarcely any of the words in the’ vocal 
bits could be distinguished. Mary Lewis, 
following in a set representative of the 
Southland, and preceded by a brief en- 
semble number, sang Carry Me Back to 
Old Virgi and other numbers with her 
accustomed charm. Hers is a highly ene 
joyable. number, in which personality, 
dignity and an ingratiating delivery play 
an important part. Charles Hackett, bari- 
tone of the Chicago Civic Opera Company, 
in a pretentious setting, with a minuet 
by an ensemble as a preliminary, offered 
a brace of standard classical selections, 
rendered aptly. Van and Schenck sang 
several popular numbers of a pleasing 
brand, scoring ‘nicely, but not as ef- 
fectively by a long sh.t as they do when 
working from a stage. Something of the 
personality of these songsters, the close 
association they establish with an audi- 
ence, is missing. The same is true in a 
measure of their harmony work

or less a jumble of sounds. 


The quartet number from Rigoletto, 
with Beniamino Gigli, Giuseppe De Luca, 
Marion Talley and Jeanne Gordon, all 
well-known opera stars, closed the first 
part of the show. It was beautifully 


done, and, unlike the other numbers on 
the bill, stirred the audience to a full 
appre tion of its entertainment value. 
Another unit, programed as Beniamino 
Gigli, in selections from Cavallerit Rus- 
ticana, was not shown at the Thursday 
afternoon performance. The feature pic- 
ture, based on the French cl i Manon 
Lescaut, and renamed for obvious reasons 
When a Man Loves, starring John Barry- 
more, with Dolores Costello playing op- 
posite him, is much better and more 
entertaining than Barrymore's first for 
Vitaphone, Don Juan. The two pictures 
demand flashy acting by Barrymore and 
stunts of the Fairbanks school, but other- 
wise there is little of a comparison: The 
story was adapted by Bess Meredyth and 
directed by Alan Crosland, with produc- 
tion under the personal supervision of 
Jack L. Warner. An original Vitaphone 
score that is never impressive but serves 
the purpose well enough was written by 
Henry Hadley, whose Vitaphone Sym- 
phony Orchestra plays during the unreel- 
ing of the film. 


The Abbe Prevost classic, Manon Les- 
caut, named after the heroine of the 
story, is well known among readers. Be- 
fore seeing the film, however, one would 
not know When a Man Loves is based on 
it. The title of the original story is not 
even given in the pre gram, nor is there 
any suggestion the picture was taken 
from it. Barrymore is excellent, as usual, 
but the photography occasionally is not 
up to the accepted standard Dolores 
Costello acquits herself creditably, and, 
ike the others in the supporting come 
pany, has been well cast. Warner Oland, 
Sam De Grasse and Stuart Holmes are 
others in the picture. There are one or 
two subtitles that could have been better 
than they are, but on the whole this fea- 
ture of the picture passes muster easily. 
Some of the scenes mre brutally realistic 
and may tend to convulse the more gent] 
patrons. There was hardly any excuse 
of those showing how an iron manacle 
around the body of a girl had torn the 
flesh, nor the one in which blood oozes 
from the mouth of a Captain of a convict 
ship, who was pounced on by rebellious 
convicts Considering its few peccadil- 
loes, When a Man Loves is still a fine 
picture, well worth seeing and well worth 
booking. “4Mfi some of the five supplemental

(First National) 


First-rate entertainment, The Lunatic 
at Large, which has as its stellar feature 
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the wabbly-legged Leon Errol. The pic- 
ture marks his second and the best of 
the two.

The Errol picture falls somewhat short 
of being exceptional, but it is long on the 
laughs, distributes its ludicrous situations 
well over the several thousand feet it 
runs, and does not depend entirely on the 
antics of Errol for humor Much of the 
picture is slapstick in a fined way, and 
much of it, by the same token, is incon- 
sistent and illogical 

The story, however, prove a good one 
for the toddering Errol, and the director, 
Fred Newmeyer, loses no opportynity in 
having this buffoon introduce his best- 
known stage stunt in different scenes. At 
the outset Errol is seen as a tramp. Of- 
fered $100, he changes clothes with a 
supposed millionaire in a limousine, and 
lands at a sanitarium for folks of ques- 
tionable mental condition His efforts 
to flee from the sanitarium and stop a 
wedding for another lad, who landed in 
the place under different circumstances, 
tho sane and sound, makes for the mae 
jority of the comedy. Pursuit by guards 
and a wild ride on a dirigible make up 
for the rest. 

Dorothy Mackaill appears opposite Er- 
rol, and Kenneth MacKenna is featured 
in the supporting eompany. They acquit 
themselves creditably.

“This me that for every individual 
violation b oth nager and actor wil ne 
called upon to pay to the association 
at least one-eizhth of a week’s salary. 
Should the vio’ation be repeated, charges 
will be preferred against the actor and 
he will probally be suspended, and the 
council may declare the manager unfair. 

“So that the issue in this matter may 
be clear we again state that any apree- 
ment which does not give the actor one- 
eighth extra besides his regular salary 
when there is an extra performance is a 
violation of the eight-performance clause. 
The form does not matter. To make 
such an agreement by separate letter or 
rider or elsewhere than on the face of 
the contract not only creates a violation 
but additionally violates the association’s 
rule that no changes from the standard 
from are permissible except with the writ- 
ten O. K. of the association.’

The 
minute the shot is fired, it is known 
almost beyond peradventure of doubt just 
what the next 1,000 feet of film will be 
about and just how it will affect the dear 
hero and heroine. If it wasn’t done in 
precisely this manner in all the pictures, 
however, directors would get their hearts 
cut out. The art in motion pictures in 
Germany has had little effect on American 
producers, directors and writers, it is 
quite evident. 


New York is one of the best of recent 
examples how banal and childish the 
movies still are. That the picture will 
make money, because the story it sug- 
gests and the title will have strong draw- 
ing power, is incontrovertible. Exhibitors 
will probably realize this, but patrons will 
eventually remember Lincoln’s famous 
few words about being fooled. 

The Paramount presentation program 
is up to standard. Easter and Hazelton, 
classical dancers, appear as a “spot” at- 


traction, offering what they bill as a 
dance interpretation, The Spirit of Indian 
Love. Their adagio work is beautiful and 
features many daring and novel catches. 


The unit is Frank Cambria’s Under the 
Brooklyn Bridge, a fitting presentation in 
view of the locale of the feature picture. 
It is in the spirit ofi the late ’90s, which 
marked, an epoch in the development of 
New York, when Little Annie Rooney, 
Two Little Girls in Blue and Sweet 
Adeline were the popular songs of the 
day and tandem bicycles the favorite 
means of sport. The setting is on the 
East River docks, with the Brooklyn 
Bridge in the distance.

They look amusing 
in a way, but are picturesque in their 
tent-like garb.

They put over 
with charm several numbers typical of the 
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nature of the presentation, outstanding 
of which perhaps is J Can’t Get Over a 
Girl Like You.

Johnny Muldoon and Pearl Franklyn 
appear in a combination Bowery and 
apache dance, without which the unit 
would not have been complete.

Hamid Bey’s Buried-Alive Stunt Not Equal 
To Houdini’s Record, Says Dr. Sauchellt 


Dr. Francesco X. Sauchelli, explaining 
Hamid Bey’s stunt and, incidentally, up- 
holding the Houdini tradition to tell the 
truth concerning these practices, sends 
the following: 

“I believe with Houdini that these 
stunts can be just as dramatic and in- 
teresting without attempting to fool the 
public and claiming supernatural powers. 
If Hamid Bey, the newly-arrived Egyp- 
tian fakir, communicated with Houdini 
during the buried-alive stunt at Engle- 
wood, N. J., he probably heard more of 
the clear straight-from-the-shoulder Hou- 
dini remarks against fake exhibitions. 

“From newspaper reports the unin- 
formed might readily accept the state- 
ment that Hamid Bey proved the human 


body can live for three hours without 
breathing. Nothing, of course, could be 


further from the truth. The human body 
must breathe to live. But the rate of 


breathing and the depth of the respira-_ 


tion can be controlled, and it 
knowledge which enabled the fakir to 
do his stunt. Houdini proved this beyond 
any reasonable doubt, and his demonstra- 
tion was in no way disproved last Thurs- 
day.

Anatomists apply this 
word to these arteries for the reason that 
from very ancient times it was known 
that pressure on them would induce un- 
consciousness. So the fakir pressed on 
his carotid arteries, swallowed his tongue 
to tense his inside neck muscles and 
naturally became unconscious.

“Did Hamid Bey breathe? Of course he 
did, just as Houdini breathed. The 
statement that a human body could live

Notable among the offerings of the 
season, the new production at the Play- 
house introduces Robert Emmet Sher- 
wood, editor of Life, as a playwright of 
considerable promise and discloses Jane 
Cowl in what must be the finest perform- 
ance of her career—certainly, it is her 
best in recent years. As for the play it- 
self, The Road to Rome is adult enter. 
tainment with the decided requisite tnat 
its audiences must be sophisticated and 
broadminded. 

What The Private Life of Helen of 
Troy and Gelahed are to current fiction, 
The Road to Rome is to the current the- 
ater. The John Erskine modernization of 
history in literature is not so new to the 
stage, of course. There has been The 
Firebrand, Caesar and Cleopatra and 
various other samples of this treatment 
in bringing antiquity and nonce together 
for amusement and wisdom. But Sher- 
wood’s work has a freshness and a time- 
liness that sets aside strict comparisons 
and makes you disregard any note of imi- 
tation. In imagining the wife of Fabius, 
Senatorial Dictator of Rome, as the rea- 
son for Hannibal's turning away from 
his siege of the great city just as easy 
victory was in sight, Sherwood gives his 
play a typical, topical touch of the risque 
but keeps it honest, intelligent, remark- 
ably perceptive and yet fully perspective, 
His satire is sometimes too gentle, some- 
times too obvious, but generally clever 
and witty. His interpolation of modern 
speech and thought into dialog appropri- 
ate as well, with a little leniency, to the 
year 216 B. C., is well done and delicht- 
fully amusing. The matter has been 
brought right up to the minute, even to 
Oedipus Rex being branded as dirty play 
ata Roman breakast table. Some of rt 
goes back a year to recall What Price 
Glory, there being a scene among the 
Carthaginian soldiers equivalent to the 
best that has been done of our dough- 
boys. As one warrior says to a compiain- 
ing mate, “It's your own fault, soldier; 
you would see the world.” And the folly 
of war is really the serious theme behind 
Sherwood’s play. Occasionally it gets a 
bit too serious for its own good, a little 
Weighty and preachy, but a good healthy 
cutting will remedy this. There are other 
difficulties, too, not the least of whicn 1s 
an unevenness in the piece with periods 
of dullness and places where Sherwood 
Seems to grow uncertain of himself and 
flounders about with extraneous matter 
or falls into repetition. However, these 
faults are not irreparable either and not 
Serious enough to spoil the effect of the 
whole as an enjoyable play for class 
audiences, 

Jane Cowl fis nothing short of brilliant 
in the delicate and temperamental role of 
Amytis, wife of the pompous but not par- 


ticularly virile Fabius Maximus. She 
Keeps the spiciness and rather obvious 
Passions shaded in the lightness of her 


touch and yet impresses the depth and 


of her characterization. Her lumi- 
nous presence, her little mannerisms, such 
'S twisting her mouth to one side or dart- 
Me quick little glances at the center of 
‘ction, are as charming as ever and 
cemingly even more appealing. A great- 
er fullness ts noticeable in her voice, but 
'' has lost none of its velvety quality 
There are other siens of development and 
Miss Cowl gives every evidence of being 
at the top of her possible achievement. 

Philip Merivale, too, is giving a top- 
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notch performance. He is utterly con- 
vincing as the god-favored warrior, Han- 
nibal, endowing the role with all the 
color of majesty and romance, yet catches 
the full spirit of the play's satire. Ricbie 
Ling makes a human Fabius and Barry 
Jones furnishes no little amusement as 
Mago, Hannibal's younger brother, who 
is relegated to care for the train of ele- 
Plants. Jessie Ralph gets full value out 
of a mother-in-law role without overdo- 
ing the privileges and Louis Hector 
heartily enters into the rough and ready 
spirit of a cavalry general. Joyce Carey, 
Fairfax Burgher, Jock McGraw and nu- 
merous others in the large company 
bring individual credit upon themselves in 
less important roles, and Lester Lonergan 
staged the production with a show of 
complete understanding. Lee Simonson’s 
settings and costumes are magnificent 
and the lighting adds much to the beauty 
of the production. All in all, The Road ‘o 
Rome is something for which William A. 
Brady, Jr., and Dwight Deere Wiman can 
justly be proud. ns = hint) it be the 
extremely outspoken alog.

In the midst of a season when salacious 
plays and the best method of suppressing 
them is the current topic, Matheson Lang 
has seen fit to bring a play of religious 
significance from the New Theater, Lon- 
don, for our viewing. The Wandering 
Jew, by E. Temple Thurston, is a typical 
religious play, no better or no worse than 
the usual. As is generally the case in 
such pieces, it is antique in form and 
more so in acting and direction. 

The theme of the play concerns a Jew 
who has spat on Jesus, as the latter was 
being led to His crucifixion, and upon 
whose head has been laid a curse that 
he must roam the face of the earth until 
he again meets the Savior. The various 
scenes show him during different cen- 
turies up until the time of the Spanish 
Inquisition, at which time he has modeled 
his life after Jesus, is burned at the stake 
and is redeemed. 

Lang, who plays the part of the wan- 
dering Jew, is a typical actor of the old 
school, and plays the character in the 
manner of that school. His deep, reso- 
nant voice, his heavy stature and his 
sweeping gestures are typical of the re- 
ligious drama, and lead one to wonder if 


the characters of those ancient times 
were all so different in manner from the 
present. It was ever thus in such irama 
that they spoke in heavy, tremulous, un- 
natural voices, emphasized with over- 
dramatic and even more unnatural ges- 
tures. Lang, however, is a fine actor, 
who would be seen to better advantage 
in a more finished and classical play. 

Winifred Izard and Hutin Britton are 
both excellent actresses, and their per- 
formances form the high spots in the 
playing. The former’s scene with Lang 
in the knight’s tent during the second 
phase is particularly commendable and 
convincing. Miss Britton, as the wife, in 
the third phase, is equally fine. 

Vera Hurst, Ernest Bodkin, Philip 
Cunningham, Jr.; George Butler, Helen 
Simon and Shayle Gardner, too, give good 
performances in their various minor 
characters during the different phases. 
It is evident that the entire company has 
been drilled in Lang’s ways, and his old- 
school methods are reflected in his as- 
sisting company. 

Whether it was the orchestra or the 
musical setting itself that was off, was 
impossible to tell, but whatever it was, a 
remedy should be found for it, especially 
as it is played between phases. While 
the music is well fitted to the action while 
the play is in progress, it is not suitable 
for between acts and only serves to irri- 
tate and grate on the nerves of the lis- 
teners. The settings were well done.

A drama after its time and too far out 
of mode, The Bottom of the Cup would 
fail the sincerity of fits intent even tho 
it had been well written. Uncertainty 
and ineptness couple disastrously with 
the banal story of a colored idealist, 
cross-patterned as always with Booker T. 
Washington and having the usual Mes- 
siah-like qualities, sanctimoniously suf- 
fering the tragedies of his race and sacri- 
ficing even to the supreme act of going 
to his lynching an innocent man for the 
sake of the seemingly most-unworthy 
whites. The negro-on-the-pedestal idea 
may still make good theater, but it must 
be handled in a new way. The Bottom 
of the Cup not only goes over quite tedi- 
cusly the same old humanitarian and 
philanthropic questions, but delves deep- 
ly into old-fashioned melodrama to make 
its points. There are moments in the 
drama but they are quickly shattered. 

The role of the colored hero was origi- 
nally intended for Charles S. Gilpin, but 
Daniel L. Haynes was substituted at the 
last minute. Considering his limited peri- 
od for preparation, he gave an excellent 
performance at the premiere. When he 
gets more into the part he will undoubted- 
ly make his emotions carry greater weight, 
altho it is to be hoped that he will not 
lose thereby the tasteful restraint of his 
more heroic moments. Haynes’ personal- 
ity is pleasing and his voice deeply 
vibrant, while at the same time gentle 
and soothing. Except for a slight stiff- 
ness, probably due to strangeness, he 
shows a sense of the theater and should 
prove a valuable addition to the colored 
actors of our legitimate stage if he de- 
velops the power that seems a vital part 
of his race. 

Roderick Maybee, as the white man 
descended to almost everything that is 
despicable, does a remarkable job with a 
most difficult and thankless role. The 
character of the clean-cut youth who has 
gone to war, been gassed and come out 
a physical and mental wreck, addicted to 
the dope which has eased his pam ana 
committed to adultery, robbery and mur- 
der, is one that might easily be over- 
played and made utterly unsympathetic. 


Maybee artfully avoids both of these pos- 
sibilities. In his effort to overcome tne 
former his voice is left a little weak of 
emotional depth, but a few performances 
will find just the right quality of full- 
ness. 

The rest of the cast is not as admir- 
able. Eva Benton rants about and roars 
her Mammy Lou to ruin all effect. Ade- 
laide Rondelle has little opportuntty as 
the white girl on the verge of maternity, 
but she makes nothing at all of it, small] 
as it is. Cass Burt, at the premiere. gave 
the impress of having his mind on every- 
thing but his role of the family doctor 
and councilor, yet he may shape up in 
time. William Thompson and Harlan E. 
Knight play along too conventional a line 
to be distinguished, and George W. Nixon, 
another colored actor, is rather crude in 
his portrayal of a scared nigger. Warren 
K. Hill does well enough with a minor 
bit as the city wise guy detective. 

The direction dexterously hides many 
of the limitations of the tiny stage at the 
Mayfair and the single setting is well 
executed. GORDON M. LELAND.

When David Arnold Balch, who is edi- 
tor of Success magazine, conceived the 
idea of writing a play on the problem ot 
a returning doughboy and his French war 
bride he was on fertile ground, but when 
he set out to write it he failed to dig 
deep enough and, as a result, turned out 
a botched, cumbersome and tawdry piay 
called The Scarlet Lily. There is little 
that is redeeming in the piece except the 
hope that the basic idea brings eur:y in 
the first act. After that everything is 
lost and the end brings notning. 

The entire action of the play takes 
Place in the parlor of a Vermont farme- 
house. The son has just returned from the 
front bringing with him his bride from 
Bordeaux. His Puritan mother is skeptical 
of the match because of the religion of 
the bride, but otherwise questions noth- 
ing. A neighbor's son, too, has just re- 
turned from France and comes to greet 
his buddy, not knowing he has married. 
He goes into much detail discussing the 
moral laxities of French women he has 
met and cites one in particular who 
double-crossed him in le Coq d'Or, a Bor- 
deaux cafe. Of course, it turns out that 
the bride fs none other than the womanin 
question and known professionally as the 
Scarlet Lily. It almost wrecks the war 
romance and the general well being of 
the Vermont hamlet, but everything turns 
out all right as the final curtain falls 
and one is led to suspect they live happily 
ever after. At the height of the drama 
the usual attempted seduction scene is 
not forgotten. 

Marguerite Risser, who was rushed into 
the part for the New York opening after 
only two days of rehearsing, gives a con- 
vincing performance as the bride and 
needs only morc time in the role to bring 
it the finish and deftness it requires. 
Isabel Dawn, as the doughboy’s sister, 
handles her part well, but at times over- 
does things and more resembles the sick- 
ly-sweet ingenue in a musical comedy 
than a principal in the tense drama being 
enacted on a Green Mountain farm. ven- 
nie A. Fustace certainly has the appear- 
ance of a Vermont mother, but she ap- 
pears to lack enthusiasm for the part, 
which is not hard to understand consider- 
ing the play. 

The doughboy, as played by Malcolm 
Fassett. lacks conviction, for he neither 
resembles nor acts like a man just out 
of the trenches, a Vermont farmer or the 
husband of a_ vivacious French miss. 
Carleton Macy, Kathleen Lowry, Bert 
Gorman, John Paul Lewis, Edwin Red- 
ding and Duncan Penwarden are admir- 
ably suited to their minor parts and do 
as well as could be expected with the 
material at hand. 

The direction of E. J. Blunkall is spotty 
and he would do a favor to all concerned 
if he would have the characters 
either with the farmer twang or wit! 
it. As it is now they talk Yank 
minute and Bostonese the next. Watson 
Barrett’s single setting is well done

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Florida and the Octopus 


llorida finally is waking up and open- 
ing its eyes to the amusement situation 
in that State. 

For some time The Billboird has 
been publishing news stories, editorials, 
and open letters from showmen and 
performers who have been thru the 
territory, all testifying to the well-or- 
ganized opposition that exists in the 
Southern State against any traveling 
attractions, with the exception of a cer- 
tain and privileged few. 

There has not been any disagree- 
ment on the state of affairs, and the 
facts as presented have not been con- 
tested. 

The trouble, if any, was that the pub- 
lished statements were entirely too mild 
under the circumstances. 

At least it would seem so in the light 
of an editorial on the same subject 
which recently covered a full page in 
The Miami Tribune. 

The courageous expression comes 
from right on the ground and speaks 
with feeling. 

It tells, with actual instances as°a 
basis, a story so widely applicable that 
it is deemed worthy of being quoted 
herewith, without further comment: 

America’s huge motion picture exhibi- 
tion trust is meeting in Miami. 

It is the Publix Theaters Corpovation 
of New York, organized a little more 
than two years ago to control the movie 
business and prevent the independent 
theaters from getting first-run pictures, 
and reasonable prices, which the Publix 
group doubles and trebles in its first- 
run showings. 

The Publix organization has made 
a demand on the exchanges that films 
shall not be shown within a radius of 


60 miles of a Publix theater within six 
months or a year of its showing at a 
Publix theater. The Publix is looking 
after the public’s interests, seeing that 
the public’s pocketbook is flattened sys- 
tematically, and that the independent 
theater owner is relegated to a second 
or third or fourth rating at each op- 
portunity. 

Heading this group is Sam Katz. As- 

ciated with him are Fred Metzler, L. 
E. Schneider, Harry Marx and a num- 
ber of others whose qualifications for 
handling money at a profit are attested 
to by their past performances in the 
film world. 

They are from New York, come to 
saddle this vast octopus of a trust on 
Florida. They are to be the subject 
of a legislative investigation at Tal- 
lahassee, for the representatives and 
senators will be given the full text of 
the activities in which the Publix gen- 
tlemen indulge while in Florida. Florida 
must take the lead, because this great 
film corner is strengthening itself thru- 
out the nation to keep the prices of pic- 
tures far above the reasonable expecta- 
tions. It is using its strength as a club 
over the heads of the film exchanges, 
saying, “Sell to us exclusively or not 
at all. 


Harry Leach is the Miami representa- 
tive for this group. Harry used to head 
the Harry Leach Enterprises, a Miami 
institution. He threw in with Publix 
to keep from being smashed by the 
combine. They have swallowed him, 
for he is just a local manager of the 
Publix now. His profits go to New 
York. The main idea seems to be to 
smash all who will not join the Publix 
scheme of rule or ruin. The 60-mile 
dictum has just been issued at Tampa. 
It may be issued at Miami, and all the 
cities in Florida where the public’s de- 
sire is to see pictures that are not 
necessarily Publix. 


Just look at the lists of controlled 
theaters now: Miami throws into the 
group the Olympia, Paramount, Hippo- 
drome, Fairfax, Community and Coral 
Gables. That's a pretty impressive 
string of houses, when it goes to a film 
exchange with “Sell to us exclusively 
or not at all.” It wouldn’t be so impres- 
sive if it were Miami alone, but look 
further : 


In the group are Coconut Grove 
Theater, Flagler, Fotosho, Rosetta 
and Temple, the list growing more im- 
pressive. With this lineup the Publix, 
thru Harry Leach, has managed to 
align it with all of the important film 
exchanges serving the South, with the 
exception of about two. Could that be 
possible with this little group of thea- 
ters? Of course not. Look further into 
the list that is used as a club: 

Theaters represented at the Miami 
meeting are those in Palm Beach, West 
Palm Beach, Cocoa, Daytona Beach, 
Fort Lauderdale, Lake Worth, New 
Smyrna, Sanford, Jacksonville, Lake- 
land, Palatka, Gainesville, Ocala, Winter 
-Haven, Avon Park, Tampa, St. Peters- 
burg, and possibly others. And from 
these towns and cities there age rep- 
resented more than 40 theaters. The 
list may be even higher, for just as in 
Miami there is a principal group and an 
aligned one, this is the case in some 
of the other cities. 

Now with that group, it is possible 
to go to a booking agency and say, 
with some command of respect: 

“Sell to us exclusively or not at all.” 

It would be expected that big or- 
ganizations would be able to operate 
economically. The Publix should be 
able to give the public movies in better 
houses than the independents at the 
same or lower cost. But,not so. What 
is the answer? 

The Publix wants to keep the prices 
hich, so it can dangle the bait of higher 
payments to the film exchanges before 
the eyes of the film managers. In that 
way they can effect this sordid com- 
bine which Publix is now trying to foist 
upon the public in Florida. The public 
is paying high prices in order to strangle 
itself, and the New York magnates sit 
back and laugh. 

Then, after the combine is effected, 


if the public lets it be, the price will 
gO up again. This strangulation cam- 
paign is costly. The film magnates 
must get their money back. 

Our Harry was thrown into it. It 
was live or die with him. Now we have 
in Miami a large group of theaters. 
They are located in a city that is striv- 
ing with might and main to get ahead 
thru co-operative effort and fair treat- 
ment to the public. Yet they are in 
this combine in an effort to help Pub- 
lix in its scheme to drain the public’s 
resources by charging high prices for 
low productions. 

This act is a challenge to the State 
of Florida. This octopus must not be 
permitted to squat its fat body in New 
York and reach out poisonous tentacles 
to every Florida city thru which to send 
its life-sapping poison. It can succeed 
if every city in America permits it. It 
avill fail if they prevent it, thru con- 
certed legislative action. 

Let’s combine against the combine— 
urge our governor and legislature to 
make a sweeping investigation and kill 
this gigantic, blood-sucking octopus be- 
fore it is too late. 


Censorship Made Easy 


The decision of Mrs. Emily Wake- 
man Hartley, lessee and manager of the 
Stamford Theater, Stamford, Conn., in 
refusing to permit a nasty and pur- 
posely sensational play to have its try- 
out in her playhouse, is one of the 
most commendable acts that have taken 
place in the theater in many moons. 

It shows how simple it is to forestall 
legal censorship, and how easy to dis- 
courage the production and writing of 
salacious plays—provided the parties at 
the sources who are primarily and di- 
rectly responsible have a desire to keep 
the stage decent and free from censor- 
ship. °

She works up an absorbing heart in- 
terest angle and sustains it for a couple 
of columns. 

And she features a clown among 
clowns as her hero of the carnival 
midway! 


Good Business Policies 


A story of generous length, dealing 
primarily with Daniel Mayer, the New 
York concert manager, but also bring- 
ing out the advisability of good business 
policies .in connection with theatrical 
entertainment, was sent out recently by 
the Associated Press. 

Mayer is quoted as saying some very 
sound things. 

One of them is that a manager must 
recognize artists and not try to manu- 
facture them. 

Another points out that there must 
be no trickery in efforts to obtain pub- 
licity, for while a genuine artist some- 
times is recognized in spite of an un- 
truthful manager or press agent, suc- 
cess of this kind nearly always is tainted 
with cheap exploitation, 

Matter submitted to editors of news- 
papers and magazines, Mayer adds, must 
be truthful and not based upon vulgari- 
ties, scandals and the temperament 
motif.

If 
your play has been produced nd you 
have, of course, seen it, so much the 
harder do you make it for yourself to 
novelize that story. You will have lost 
perspective. Speeches that sound so good 
behind the footlights, decked out with an 
actor’s beauty, personality, elocution and 
voice, those selfsame speeches when read 
sound like bathos—which probably they 
are. An actor by an inflection, a gesture, 
a mere pose, may do a great deal for a 
speech which in the script isn’t such a 
much. 

The unity necessary in a successful 
Play is not required in a book. A play 
is really only a short story. What hap- 
pens in one act of the drama may be 
scattered thru 10 chapters in the novel.

I submit this as an open letter to the 

iter: 

Those of you, producers, authors, man- 

ers, who are directly responsible for 

‘ontrol and direction of the theater 

lustry, are confronted with a critical 
Situation in the vociferous demand for a 
legal censorship of theatrical productions. 
Some of you cannot escape the respon- 
sibility for the crisis, for you have played 
into the hands of a dictatorial and noisy 
element that seeks but the slightést ex- 
cuse to clamp a censorship on the thea- 
ter 

There is an opinion that some pro- 
ducers and managers are willing to ac- 
ept a legal censorship as they have ac- 
epted a so-called play-jury system. 
“hey cannot but be blind to the fact that 

are thus willing to surrender their 
independence in both judgment and 
nanagement, and to that extent sur- 
render control over their own investment 
In plays and theaters, in other words, 
over their own livelihoods and fortunes. 

In all the clamor for a stage censor- 
ship fundamental principles are appar- 
ently forgotten or intentionally ignored. 
It seems rather trite in this day to recall 
the liberty clauses of the United States 
Constitution. Nevertheless, the theater 
did not attain what freedom it possesses 
today without a struggle, and freedom is 
the essential condition of growth for the 
theater. Those who demand censorship 
belong to the same class that denied 
freedom to the theater in its struggling 
days in the United States. Let there be 
no misunderstanding on this point, else 
Producers and managers who accept the 
Policy of censorship walk into a trap, 
‘gnorantly or blindly, and do incalcuable 
damage to an industry that they should 
Protect from the blighting effect of gov- 
*ernmental restri¢tion of any sort. 

Censorship is a proven failure; it opens 
the door to paid sinecures and graft; it 
is placed in incompetent and irresponsible 
Officials; it curbs genius and freedom of 
expression; it plays into the hands of 
bigots; it is not the way out of any 
situation from which the public should 
be protected. 

The theater cannot survive except in 
the atmosphere of freedom, which is the 
antithesis of censorship. A play cannot

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advance. There must be something in 
or about a play about which there can be 
no dispute before the destroying hand of 
a censor can be lifted against it. 

In all the clamor over censorship there 
is no attempt at definition of what con- 
stitutes a censorable play. True, isolated 
scenes are mentioned, but these in them- 
selves do not justify the edict of censor- 
ship. Even under the play-jury system, 
which is unworkable, condemnation of 
plays depends merely on the individual 
opinion or impression of the play juror. 
Individual judgment of any kind cannot 
serve as a basis for either a direct or an 
indirect censorship of the stage. There 
must be a standardized definition that 
ean be applied to any and every stage 
production, ranging from a_ burlesque 
show to grand opera, and without which 
definition any proposed or enforced cen- 
sorship will be a sham and a fraud and 
an indefensible attack on the freedom of 
the theater. 

The principal element, therefore, that 
is lacking in an intelligent demand for 
censorship is an acceptable definition of 
what constitutes a b&d, indecent, ob- 
noxious or immoral play. It is dangerous 
to place indefinite bug autocratic power 
in the hands of an abSolute legal official, 
who, in effect, would be a dictator of the 
theater from which there is no escape or 
appeal. On the other hand, the demand 
for stage censorship cannot be intelligent 
because it is based on the theory that 
the theater-going public is not competent 
to judge the kind of entertainment it 
wishes to see and enjoy. and because the 
judgment behind a censorship is neces- 
sarily biased and antagonistic to free- 
dom in its application to the theater. 

It is strange, however, that amid a!l 
the clamor for a stage censorship some 
one in authority, in the law or in the 
theater, has not discovered the remedy 
for any rotten, demoralizing or indecent 
exhibitions on the stage. Existing law is 
amply sufficient to stop real, not alleged, 
indecency or immorality in the theater, 
and the record of convictions attests that 
fact. The trouble is that prosecuting at- 
torneys dodge the responsibility of prose- 
cuting a producer or manager, knowing 
full well that the attending publicity is 
harmful to the popularity of a public 
prosecutor. Generally the production se- 
lected for official suppresion is offensive 
only to a clamorous minority and the de- 
mand for prosecution cannot be sustained 


before an intelligent jury. District at- 
torneys do not like to be on the losing 
side of a case in which the issue of free- 
dom is involved, but they would pass the 
responsibility to a censorship, which in 
itself is irresponsible in the exercise of 
arbitrary power or authority. 


If there is any play on the stage today 
that comes anywhere within a possible 
standardized definition of a bad and cen- 
sorable and suppressible play, the district 
attorney in any boro or city possesses 
the requisite authority to set the police 
in motion and bring those who are guilty 
of its production into court for judgment 
and punishment. 


Let the district attorney in any boro 
or city cause the arrest of the producer, 
the manager, the author, the actors, the 
ticket seller and the ticket taker and any 
other person who has a direct connection 
in the staging of the alleged offensive 
production, cause the indictments of the 
accused persons, place them on trial, 
close the theater during the period of the 
prosecution, obtain a conviction on 
charges that have substantial foundation, 
and one such conviction will do more to 
clarify the atmosphere and bring about 
the purification of the stage than all the 
censorships that senseless and bigoted 
propaganda and clamor can effect. Just 
such power is now vested in every dis- 
trict attorney, and so long as there ex- 
ists such power all talk of censorship is 
nothing but a conspiracy against the 
freedom of the theater, in the United 
States, at least. 

You, who are producers, authors, man- 
agers, all of you who are responsible for 
the future and welfare of the theater in- 
dustry, take heed and act now. Any 
surrender to the demand for a legal cen- 
sorship of the stage is but to surrender 
the freedom of the theater. The re- 
sponsibility for a clean theater is still 
yours and you have the power of united 
action. There is no room for dirt or 
obscenity which is real dirt or obscenity, 
but the action or theme of a play or 
drama cannot be restricted to what one 
individual or a set of individuals believes 
to be the limitations of the theater. The 
facts of life, the relations of men and 
women, manifold and undeniable, form 
the indisputable elements of drama, and 
interpretations and representations of the 
facts of life in their every phase and 
development cannot be denied to the 


I heard the late Robert Hugh Benson de- 
liver a sermon that I had previously read. 
One short sentence in the script became 
a paragraph of 400 words more or less.

The failures that 
actor-managers produce can be _ thus 
readily explained Few can evaluate a 
play in manuscript, very few. A play 
must be seen. William Brady—so George 
Broadhurst tells us—cannot act, but he 
can see a bad spot in a piece as soon 
as it is acted. Just as Augustin Daly 
could not act, but he could make and 
build up actors. He was a very awkward 
man, yet he could show his graceful lead- 
ing lady, Ada Rehan, how to get her 
gestures just right.

Theater Fire Traps 


En Route, Arizona, January 24, 1927. 
Editor The Billboard: 

Noticed your splendid editorial in the 
January 22 issue of Billyboy regarding 
theater fires. I just wonder if any of the 
small-town managers who own fire traps 
of from 150 to 700 seating capacity know 
there is any kind of a fire law. If they 
do it surely is time some one enforced 
it, and I believe you are the one to call 
attention to the lack of law enforcement. 

We are a road show, playing daily, 
year in and out, all, or nearly all, of 
our dates being one-night stands. As we 
have a “new idea” we generally pack 
anything of under 2,000 or 3,000 seating 
capacity. I use an aisle to work in, and 
night after night there is scarcely room 
for me to turn around. I use a side of 
the stage to dress and therefore block 
that part. There are generally no exits 
at the back or, if there are, they are full 
of junk. In case of a fire it would be 
“just too bad”, that’s all. 

Another fine editorial, regarding the 
giving of free shows by schools, churches, 
etc. Let me tell you a good one. We 
use a musical “noise’’ on our car to 
ballyhoo with. The other day after our 
“bally” a preacher came up and asked 
us what we would charge to “bally” for 
his booster crowd the following day. We 
named a “Christian” price and met the 
bunch, about 60 cars of citizens and 
preachers with big flags and horns and 
those big yellow stickers. We drove 
about 75 miles, going like a bunch of 
wild Comanches and breaking up schools, 
etc., to make speeches in each little town, 
and then on to the next. They guaran- 
teed a wonderful sermon and show at the 
big tabernacle and threw out handbills 
and had a wonderful time in general. 
The dodger they threw out regarding the 
“reformed” traveling man was good. 
Since this episode we have heard of other 
“free shows”. Maybe if you call that 
up it will get action. 

We are playing a real fire trap to- 
morrow. It has not even a front exit 
as you have to run down half the length 
of the house and turn to get out It 
seats about 350 or 400 and the back en- 
trance is thru a store or some WOFkK- 
shops. Yes, it’s about time Billyboy &

More than half 
the members of the Tennessee General 
Assembly were honor. guests. Frank 
Fuller. secretary of the Tri-State Fair, 
Memphis, acted as toastmaster 

The main address was delivered by 
Thomas B. King, director of the good 
roads bureau of the Memphis Chamber 
of Commerce, who paid high tribute to 
the educational value of fairs. 

“Outside of the public schoo!s there is 
nothing of greater educational value to 
our young people of Tennessee than the 
State, district and county fairs,” he said. 
He pointed out that fairs were doing 
much to show the boys and girls of 
Tennessee what their State might be- 
come thru development of its resources. 

Introduced by Mr. Fuller as the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture who had done more 
for Tennessee fairs than any other man, 
Homer Hancock, State Agriculture Com- 
missioner, stressed the aid given fairs 
of the State during the last four years 
by legislation. 

He traced the history of State ald for 
fairs in Tennessee, showing that the 
first tax for this purpose was levied in 
1921 and pointing out that a flat ap- 
propriation was passed in 1923.

THE TEST CASE thru which the 
pitchmen of Cincinnati expect to estab- 
lish their right to sell goods on private 
property which is leased by them for the 
purpose has come earlier than expected. 
The Cincinnati police precipitated mat- 
ters by arresting Tommy Burns and his 
partners, all of Cincinnati Lodge No. 3, 
National Pitchmen’s and  Salesmen's 
Protective Association, on the : 
charge of obstructing traffic. Burns and 
his partners were doing business in a 
store at 19 East Sixth street, in the 
heart of Cincinnati's retail district. Tha 
police claimed in Traffic Court that a 
crowd obstructed the sidewalk while the 
pitchmen inside were demonstrating pens 
and sharpeners. Several witnesses tes- 
tified that no crowd had gathered until 
the police came to the place, attracting 
a crowd, The pitchmen were represented 
by Nichelas Klein, one of the most 
prominent members of the Ohio bar and 
a lawyer who has won national reputa- 
tion as counsel for union labor organiza- 
tions in cases taken to the Federal 
Supreme Courts, where he obtained 
favorable decisions for the union men. 
Mr. Klein asked for and was granted a 
continuance and will carry the case be- 
fore a jury of the Court of Common 
Pleas. The result will be watched with 
interest by pitchmen in all parts of the 
United States, since the fight is made on 
ordinances and statutes affecting their 
operations thruout the country. The 
Ohio decision, if favorable, will be used 
as a basis for similar fights to be made 
in other States. Nicholas Klein has been 
engaged as general attorney for the 
pitchmen’s organization. Pitchmen in 
any State arrested under ordinances or 
statutes which they believe to be uncon- 
stitutional should communicate with Mr. 
Klein, giving particulars and asking his 
advice before proceeding. His offices are 
in the Second National Bank Building, 
Cincinnati, to which address communi- 
cations may be sent by any individual 
pitchman or lodge.

ALBANY, Feb. 5. — The Greenberg 
theater bill, designed to place a censor- 
ship on plays, dramas and other stage 
Offerings, is doomed for defeat, even 
should the Legislature pass it, which is 
considered improbable. Governor Smith 
will at once veto the measure if it 
reaches his hands for consideration. 

Governor Smith is decidedly opposed 
to this sort of censorship. He is of the 
opinion that police authorities now have 
power under the present laws to prevent 
the showing of objectionable motion pic- 
tures as well as stage plays, dramas and 
other attractions. With the proper 
judgment and by invoking certain sec- 
tions of the Penal Law, the Governor 
believes the situation can be adequately 
handled.
